Impastato was reported to be 
an associate of John J. Vitale 
and Anthony (‘Tony) Lopiparo, 
St. Louis gangsters and Mafia 
members. In hearings before 
the Senate Crime Investigating 
Committee headed by Senator 
Estes Kefauver (‘Dem.), Tennes- 
see, Impastato was named as 
the “strong arm man” in 1929 
for John _ Lazia, 
czar of Kansas City who later 
was assassinated. 

Impastato pleaded guilty in 
1942 to a charge of selling 
‘heroin and was sentenced in

(AP)—A test pilot escaped un- 
harmed yesterday when an ex- 
plosion ripped through the 
world’s fastest rocket plane, high 
/over the Mojave desert. 
| The Afr Force said the ex- 

plosion damaged the Bell X-1A 
| seconds before it was to be re- 
‘leased from the mother ship 
which had carried it 30,000 feet 
labove Edwards Air Force Base. 
Research pilot Joseph A. Walk- 
‘er of nearby Lancaster scram- 
bled from the cockpit of the 
X-1A and back into the mother 


plane. The pilot of the mother 
ship, a B-29, dropped the X-1A, 
pilotless, onto a bombing range 
near the air base. 

| The stub-winged rocket, which 
held both the world’s speed rec- 
ord, 1650 miles an hour, and the 
world’s altitude record, more 
than 90,000 feet, was described 
as “probably a total loss.” 

Maj. Arthur Murray, who 
set the altitude record in the 
_X-1A, was flying close behind 
the B-29 when the rocket plane, 
suspended from the belly of the 
larger craft, exploded 70 sec- 
onds before release time. 

The force of the explosion 
nearly blew the canopy off Maj, 
Murary’s KF-86 jet fighter. 

The major edged in close to 
the X-1A after the explosion to 
|check the damage. Walker, be- 
fore making his exit, turned off 
all the cockpit switches and be- 
gan emptying the rocket’s fuel. 
| This fuel, which includes highly 
‘volatile hydrogen peroxide, 
|failed to jettison completely. 
| Maj. Murray warned the pilot 
‘of the mother ship that all the 
fuel had not drained from the 
rocket and the B-29 pilot, fear- 
ing another explosion if he tried 
‘to land with the damaged rock- 
et, decided to drop the X-1A on 
the bombing range. 
| The X-1A could land on the 
|Edwards Air Force Base run- 
| ways, but was carried aloft to be 
|released at higher altitudes by 
|a mother ship in a research pro- 
gram of the National Advisory 
Committee for Aeronautics.

large-scale nuclear power in the 
United States is very promising.” 


‘Russian Starting Point, 


The Russian scientists, besides 
saying that their small-sized 
commercial reactor provides a 
starting point for nuclear power 
development in the Soviet Un- 
ion; said Russia’s operating ex- 

perience with it “may be of help 
alsé to other countries inter- 
estéd in the wide use of atomic 
energy for peaceful purposes.” 

The Russians reported Soviet 
scientists were designing a 100,- 

kilowatt plant to use two 
reactors of the same type as in 
the first station, ‘as well as “vari- 
ous types of atomic power sta- 
tiofis with a capacity of 5000 to 
10@,000 kilowatts and more.” 

Blokhinstevy and Nikolayev 
gave this economic picture of the 
first Soviet atomic plant: 

“The cost of one kilowatt hour 
of electric energy produced by 
the first atomic power station 
exceeds considerably the average 
cost of one kilowatt hour in pow- 
erful heat (large coal burning) 
poWer stations in the U.S.S.R. 

“Th 1953 the cost of electricity 
in thermal power stations of the 
Ministry of Electric Power sta- 
tions was 10 kopecks per kilo- 
watt hour. 

“However, a kilowatt-hour of 
atomic station power is com- 
parable in cost with that of a 
similar type low power thermal 
power station (of up to 5000 
kilowatts of power output).” 
Comparison With U.S. Difficult. 

(At the official Russian quota- 
tion, 10 kopecks equals 2% 
cents. The price of round-the- 
clock power in the United States 
averages between two-fifths and 
seven-tenths of a cent per kilo- 
watt-hour. However, the absence 
of any free rate of exchange in 


the Soviet Union, plus the fact 
that power production is entire- 
ly controlled and financed by 
the government in Russia, makes 
any accurate power price com- 
parison virtually impossible.) 

The Soviet scientists said the 
steep cost of their atomic power 
was due to “the small size of the 
station, to the big outlay in piece 
manufacture of fuel elements, 
to the great consumption of 
uranium 235 because of the small 
size of the atomic reactor and 
also to a number of peculiarities 
in the design of a station aimed 
at creating greater reliability of 
operation.” 

“Experience shows these pe- 
culiarities may be dispensed 
with,” the report added. 

The Soviet technicians said 
their smail working reactor— 
and the 100,000 kilowatt device 
under design — are so-called 
“pressurized water-cooled ther- 
mal uranium-graphite” reactors. 

American atomic scientists say 
this is the same general type 
reactor used by the AEC to 
produce plutonium at Hanford, 
Wash. The Hanford reactors are 
not intended to produce com- 
mercial power, however. 


Other Reactor Types. 

In their report to the confer- 
ence, the Russians said a num- 
ber of other types of reactors 
can serye as sources of heat for 
nuclear power. 

type known as a “fast 
neutron reactor” is theoretically 
a good bet, they continued. But 
“construction of nuclear power 
stations with fast neutron reac- 
tors is still a remote prospect.” 

Such reactors, they said, re- 
quire larger initial supplies of 
uranium 235 or plutonium than 


standards. The speaker, W. 
Binks of the British Health Min- 
istry’s radiological protection 
service, said competitive consid- 
erations already are leading to 
demands for as much relaxation 
as possibl® to permit economies 
in the production of atomic 
power reactors. 


Binks suggested the best rem- 
edy might be an international 
agreement on minimum stand- 
ards of radiation protection. 


The International Labor Or- 
ganization, in a paper circulated 
at the conference, said present 
health conditions in the atomic 
industry “are generally good 
and adequately supervised.” It 
added, however, that this situa- 
tion “might take an unfavor- 
able turn with the extension of 
the uses of atomic energy-’ 


Binks said that matters re- 
quiring international attention, 
in addition to minimum stand- 
ards of safety, include transpor- 
tation of radioactive materials 
and disposal of radioactive 
waste.

First Battles Have Been Won 


The task before India is so stupen- 
dous that to make a sizable impact on 
it will require the devoted labors of a 
whole generation of Indians. It is no 
wonder that Mr. Nehru has said that 
this generation of Indians has voluntar- 
ily condemned itself to a lifetime of 
hard labor. 

The first battles in: the first cam- 
paign in independent India’s war against 
poverty, disease and ignorance have on 
the whole been successful. It is gen- 
erally agreed that in the last four years 
agricultural production in India has 
gone up nearly 20 per cent and indus- 
trial production by some 30 per cent; 
while population has gone up by less 
han 6 per cent. Most of the increase 
in agricultural production is the result 
of good monsoons but some of the in- 
crease results from improvements in 
methods of production. 

I have twice visited the great loco- 
motive works at Chitteranjan in West 
Bengal which went into production in 
1950. Around the works has been built 
a company town which would be a credit 
to the Aluminum Co. of Canada. 

I have seen the fertilizer works at 


Sindri which were constructed thrée 
years ago. The month I visited Sindri 
it had reached its target of 1000 tons 
of ammonium sulphate a day. 

I have paid two visits to the Mayurak- 
shi multi-purpose project in the hills 
on the borders of West Bengal and Bi- 
har where $20.000.000 of Canadian Co- 
lombo Plan aid has gone. The first 
time I went I saw thousands of Santal 
villagers, men and women, moving in 
single file up and down ramps carrying 
material to the dams and rubble out. 

I thought then of the miracle of Co- 
lombo Plan aid. We gave the Indian 
Government $15,000,000 worth of wheat. 
The Indian Government sold the wheat 
to Indian consumers. With the rupees 
it got for the wheat it paid Santal vil- 
lagers and masonry workers frem 
Madras and engineers from Calcutta 
to build the Mayurakshi dam. When 
the dam is finished it will irrigate 600,- 
000 acres of land and increase the rice 
crops on this land by hundreds of thou- 
sands of tons a year. 


Peasants Have to Be Shown 


This is the magical process by which 
Canadian wheat is turned into Indian 
rice. The increased yield of foodstuffs 
as a result of irrigation from Mayurak- 
shi will be so great that each grain of 
wheat we gave India will every two or 
three years produce a grain of rice. 

Most important of all, 1 have seen 
signs in some of the community pro)}- 
ects I've visited that the first positions 
are being carried in a frontal attack 
on inefficient agricultural methods. The 
peasant is a tough customer. He has to 
be shown. He won't believe what is 
written in pamphlets or what an agri- 
cultural expert tells him. But it is a 
different thing if he sees with his own 
eyes on the field of a neighbor that a 
new seed produces bigger crops 

Everything depends on the people in 
charge of the project—the director, his 
immediate assistants, and most impor- 
tant of all, the man at the bottom of 
the pyramid—the man who is in charge 
of all the activities of the project in 
five or 10 villages.

If India’s program for reforming its vil- 
lages is to succeed, India must have 
tens of thousands of first-class village 
level workers. They have to.he re- 
cruited, trained and kept to the mark. 


Confidence vs. Hopelessness 


The wonder is not that mistakes have 
been made but that so much has been 
accomplished against such odds. I have 
myself seen how valleys have become 
lakes. how land that was brown has 
become green, how what was jungle has 
become a modern industrial town 

Mr. Nehru loves to travel about India 
and see the progress that is being made. 
He finds it exciting to visit the new 
projects. Indeed I once heard him say 
in a public speech that he lives in a 
state of continuous excitement. 


Mr. Nehru understands the profound 
truth about economic development in an 
under-developed country such as India, 
that economic advance is not only good 
in itself, it is good because it gives the 
people of India more confidence in 
themselves and in their country. 

The more confidence they have, the 
easier it is for them to withstand the 
divisive forces of regionalism, language, 
religion and caste, and the corrosive 
forces of under-employment, sickness, 
hunger and hopelessness.

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A Piquant Failure 


THE LION'S SKIN, by Darwin Teilhet. (Sloane Ate 


sociates, 346 pgs., $3.95 


Americans, with an ample supply of 


historical successes, often overlook the 


failures. “The Lion's Skin” is a novel 
about one of these failures—the per- 
sonal attempt of Gen. William Walker 
Nicaragua in the 1850s. 
Walker is the figure who wears the 
lion's skin, patched out by bits of fox, 
as a Spanish proverb goes. His motives, 
which initially seem to be those of. an 
Andrew Jackson, finally show the marks 
of an Aaron Burr 

In this historical novel of revolution, 
Darwin Teilhet tells his story through 
the first-person narration of John San- 
derson, a prospector, who stumbles into 
Walker's band of American troops when 
his luck runs out. The technique allows 
us to shift gradually our assessment of 
the general. His different facets of per- 
sonality are revealed to us through the 
successively disillusioning experiences 
of the well-inten- 
tioned narrator.

Sanderson and his exotic Nicaraguan 
love are the only major characters who 
are fictional in this story of battle and 
intrigu The author states that his 
interpretation of Walker's filibustering 
escapades is historically accurate. Cer- 
tainly the portrait of Sanderson is accu- 
rate for a hero in a novel of this genre, 
for he wins a girl and fortune, loses 
same, and in the final fifty pages, re- 
gains both. The writing is in good taste. 

The author has somewhat ambitiously 
stated, “I have tried to write a biogra- 
phy of several years in the life of a 
country.” He has not succeeded in this 
impossible aim, although he demone- 
Strates a good sense of atmosphere. 
More important. Teilhet has written an 
historical novel that will hold the intere 
est of summer readers by telling a fa- 
miliar kind of story with a complex and

Since this was an all-expért 
game, there was nothing excep- 


tional about North's. psychic 
spade response to the heart 
opening. Many experts go in 


for this stratagem—with hands 
that are only so-so in defensive 
power, they feel better if they 
can do a little dust-throwing in- 
sofar as the highest-ranking suit 
is concerned. 

Note that in this case the ruse 
was highly successful in that it 
virtually immobilized East. The 
latter was also quite alive to the 
possibility that North’s spade 
bid had been phony, but it is 
one thing to suspect and a far 
different thing to know. East 
certainly could not act on the 
first round, over one spade, and 
when his second chance came, 
it was not very comfortable to 
bid three spades over two no- 
trump (nor, finally, four spades 
over four hearts). Thus, East- 
West lost the chance to land at 
a four spade contract that could 
have been made by careful play 
against the normal heart lead 

Even worse, however, was in 
store for East-West. The open- 
ing lead against the heart con- 
tract was the diamond king. and 
when East plaved the 10, West 
continued with the deuce of 
diamonds. This should have 
given East the count on the dia- 
mond suit and induced a quick 
shift to spades, but East made 
the highly unimaginative return 
of his last diamond. (Surely, he 
should have realized that dum- 
my’s club suit was menacing and 


that it might be a very good 
idea to knock out the spade ace 
and simultaneously set up a 


spade trick, if possible.) The 
upshot was that South took out 
the trumps and then guessed the 
club situation, cashing the ace 
and finessing up to dummy’s 10, 
thus salvaging his spade loser
